U.S. A. Plans Machénised Army

sentatives a detailed prospectus on changes which shave been made neces- 
sary in the Army by the development of the

Collins pointed out that he 
had advocated expansion of 
the air force and mechanisa- 
tion of the Jand armies since 
1930, and that the United 
States to-day faced the task 
of completely overhauling and 
streamlining its armed forces. 
Callins denounced the theory of 
Snans oormies” He urged the 
creation of a comparatively small, 
highly oo mechanised, powerfully 
equipped land foree, preceded by 
vloudn of planes and beaded by 
columos of tanks,

The Red Cross and St. John 
War Organisation has issued a 
statement showing what may or 
may not be sent, and how things 
may be sent, fo prisoners of war. 
in Germany.’ ¢ 

The International Convention 
provides that not tater than one 
week after his arrival in a prison 
camp o prisoner can send a post- 
card to his family telling them of 
his capture and the state of his 
health. 

If the post Is delayed, the family 
may not receive this for some time. 
Officers*may send three Ictters and 
four postcards each month; other 
ranks, two letters and four post- 
cards. All correspondence to and 
from prisoners of war focs post 
free. Photographs may not be in- 
cluded, os 


Letters to prisoners should not ex- 
ceed two sides of a shect of note- 


Red Cross stocks ne soon as possible. 
It Is hoped to be able to send a 
second parcel, which may contain 
uniform, when all prisoners have 
deen supplied with essentials. But 
It mny not be possible to send a 
glothing parcel. ogain before the 
winter, Relatives should therefore 
collect warm underwear, woollles, 
stout ond comfortable shoes, and if 
possible a light blanket. No food, 
tobacco, or chocolate can be included 
in a clothing parcel. 


FOOD, BOOKS AND GAMES 


The only food allowed to be sent 
is contalned in the Red Cross Stan- 


dard parcels which the Censor rigid-| . 


ly controls. Food (carefully ana- 
lysed by a dietician), soap, tobacco 
and cigarettes, costing approximate- 
ly 10s, a week, are sent to each pri- 
soner, whether or not financial. con- 
tributions are récelved ‘for indivi- 
duals, As the expense is met en- 
tirely by the Red Cross Society and 


paper—they should be posted in the 
ordinary way, but without a stamp 
—and not sent to the Red Cross Or- 
ganisation. The sender should write 
his name ond oddtess on the back 
of the envelope, unless he fs a mem-

Post Office 
Carries On 


Despite War 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The 
Post-master General, addressing 
a Rotary Club meeting, has 
told of the important part play- 
ed by the civilian staff of the 
Post OMice during the war. 


He outlined the difficulties 
which had to be faced in main- 
taining communication with the 
Forces during the fighting in 
Belgium and France, 


Some of the men who went to 
France on this work experienced 
great hardships, he said, and possibly 
thelr greatest joy was when the 
Public Assistance OMcer at the Innd- 
Ing port offered to assist them with| 
money, for it was their first experi- 
ence of looking Uke tramps. 


Mr. Morrison pointed out that the 
change In the theatre of war and the 
alterations in dispositions of the 
Forces had called for rapid and heavy 
work by the engineering staff of the 
Post Office. 


He hod received many reports’ of 
quick arid courageous conduct by 
Fee oes staff of all grades in alc 
raolds, 


They included the offecting of im- 
mediate repairs to telephone com- 
‘munications in a bomb ctater while 
an alr raid was still In progress, and 
unexploded bombs Izy In the vicinity.

Latest arvivals from Paris sny that 
the food problem there is already 
neute, though less so than In the un- 
occupied: zone. Food is severely 
ratloned, especially meat, which fs 
allowed only on two days 8 week, 
when one small “beef steak,” actuntly 
horse asa rule, can be bought for 2s, 


More Disorders 


Coal nnd off of all kinds are also 
scarce, People expect famine this 
winter not only in France, but In 
Germany, Italy and all Central 
Europe, 

Reports, Impossible to verify, of 
disorders in the French unoccupled 
zone still arrive, Limoges, another 
large demobilisation centre, Is the

States to-day faced the task 
of completely overhauling and 
streamlining {ts armed forces.

“muss armies,” He ourced the 
oreation of « comparatively small, 
highly miechanised, powerfully 
equipped land force, preceded by 
cloudy of planes and beaded by 
columns of tanks, 


He urged urmy leaders to plan 
foroan army which would be bet- 
ter than the German: forces, more 
completely mechanised, and por 
avasedaf renter Oring power. 


He demanded the United States 
nequire a vast fleet of pursuit 
planes, fong range bombers, and 
swift Aghting or attack planes. He 
anid that an army air force of 
10,000 , 
with the pilots to fly them, would 
be nu rensonnble compromise be- 
tween the present alr foree and 
President Roosevelt's gon! of 50,- 
000 planes. 


Collins said an highly mechanised 
army, with properly equipped and 
trained technicians, would displace 
the need for military conscription, 
or for mass infantry forces. He 
urged uniNcation of the army 
branches, and the aboiltion of the 
“separatism” of the air corps, the 
infantry, the cavalry, und signal 
corps, i

PRISONERS .. . 


The Red Cross and St. John 
War Organisation has issued a 
statement showing what may or 
may not be gent, and how things 
may be sent, to prisoners of war 
in Germany. 

The International Convention 
provides that not later than one 
week ofter his arrival in a prison 
camp a prisoner can send a post- 
card to his family telling them of 
his capture and the state of his 
health. 

If the post fs delayed, the family 
may not recelve this for some time. 
Officers may send three letters and 
four postcards each month; other 
ranks, two letters and four post- 


cards. AJl correspondence to and 
from prisoners of war gocs post 


Red Cross stocks as soon an posstbic, 
It is hoped to be able to send a 
secund parcel, which may contain 
uniform, when all | prisoners have 
been supplied with essentials. But 
ft may not be possible to send o 
tlothing parcel ogain before the 
winter. Relatives should therefore 
collect warm underwear, woollles, 
stout and comfortable shoes, and It 
possible a Ight blanket. No food, 
tobacco, or chocolate can be Included 
in a clothing parcel. 


FOOD, BOOKS AND GAMES 


The only food allowed to be sent 
{9 contained in the Red Cross Stan- 
dard parcels which the Censor tigid- 
ly controls. Food (carefully ana- 
lysed by a dietician), soap, tobacco 
and cigarettes, costing approximate- 
ly 10s. a week, are sent to each pri- 


free. Photographs may not be in- 
cluded, 


Letters to prisoners should not ¢x- 
ceed two sides of a sheet of note- 
paper—they should be posted in the 
ordinary way, but without o stamp 
and not sent to the Red Cross Or- 
ganisation, ‘The sender should write 
his name and address on the back 
of the envelope, unless he 1s a meme 
ber of his Majesty's Forces, in which 
ense he must give the address of a 
friend or relative in this country, 
and orrange for letters so addressed 
to be forwarded to him.

U.S.A. Plans Mechanised Army 


By JULIUS C. EDELSTEIN

Representative Ross A. Collins, Mississippi Democrat and long-time 
advocate of a’mechanised army, recently outlined to the House of Repre- 
sentatives a detailed prospectus on changes which have been made neces- 
sary in the Army by the development of the ‘“‘blitzkrieg’’ technique 


in modern warfare. 

Collins pointed out that he 
had advocated expansion of 
the air force and mechanisa- 
tlon of the land armies since 
1930, and that the United 
States to-day faced the task 
of completely overhauling and 
streamlining its armed forces. 

Collins denounced the theory of 
“mans armies.” Re urged the 
creation of a comparatively amati, 
highly mechanised, powerfully 
equipped land force, preceded by 
clouds of planes and headed by 
columns of tanks, 


He urged army leaders to plan 
foro anoarmy whieh would be bet- 
ter Uian the German forces, more 
completely omechnnised, and pas- 
fesse oof greater firing power 


He demanded the United States 
aequire a vast) Avet of pursuit 
planes, long range bombers, and 
awift Aghting or attack planes, He 
snid that an army alr force of 
10,000 to 20,000 combat planes,. 
with the pilots lo fly them, would 
he a reasonnblo compromise bes 
tween the present air force ond 
President Roosevelt's goal of 50,- 
000 planes, 


Collins said a highly mechanised 
army, with properly cqulpped and 
trained technichins, would displace 
the need for milltary conscription, 
or for mass tnfantry forces. He 
urged unification of the army 
branches, and the abolitlon of the 
“separatism” of the alr corps, the 
infontry, the cavalry, and signal 
corps, 


Highlights of his comprehensive 
statement to the House follow: 


“Up to now the desire of 
the War Department has been 
for men and stil! more men. 
Let us pray that those in 
charge to-day possess the 
courage -and the wisdom to 
forget the obsolete idea of the 


‘ power of numbers and begin 


to plan to fight according to 
the 1940 model, 


“Men without the equipment for 
fighting modern battles are very 
sorry objects. The modern fight- 
ing machine {s measured in terms 
of its fire power, or ability to dis- 
‘charge ‘explosive and throw pro- 
Jectites, including gns, just as the 
modern machine js measured in 
terms of horsepower. 


“We would think very: little of 
the latest’ stream ‘lincd automobile 
if it had n° motor with only one 
cylinder, even though It was all, 
nicely decorated with fresh palnt, 


-had a radio that played, and car- 


ried a lot of flags and insignia of 
rank, Similarly, I think very 
litte of an army implemented with 
rifles, no matter how well its blue 
unlforms fit and no matter how 
well it can execute the ceremonies 
of the parade ground.

The Red Cross and St. John 
War Organisation has issued a 
statement showing what may or 
may not be sent, and how things 
may be sent, $9 prisoners of war 
in Germany. 

‘The International Convention 
provides that not later than one 
week ofter his arrival in a prison 
camp a prisoner can send a poste 
card to his family telling them of 
tis capture and the state of his 
health, : 

If the post is delayed, the family 
may not receive this for some tlme, 
Officers may send three letters and 
four postcards each month; other 
ranks, two letters and four post- 
cards. All correspondence to and 
from prisoners’ of war goes post 
free. Photographs may not be in- 
cluded. 

Letters to prisoners should not ex- 
ceed two sides of a sheet of note- 
paper—they should be posted in the 
ordinary way, but without a stamp 
—and not sent to the Red Cross Or- 
ganization, The sender should write 
his name and’ address on the back 
of the envelope, unless he is a mem-~- 
ber of his Majesty's Forces, in which 
case he must give the address of a 
friend or relative in this country, 
nnd arrange for letters so, addressed 
to be forwarded to him.
